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Council Opposes Rezoning of Sunrise 
Property to Allow Commercial Offices

At its February 22 regu¬ 
lar meeting, the Greenbelt 
City Council declined to sup¬ 
port rezoning the Bednarik 
(Sunrise) Property to allow 
three commercial office buil¬ 
dings. The owners already 
have plans and approval to 
build a high-rise apartment 
building on the property, lo¬ 
cated along Hanover Park¬ 
way between the Maryland 
Trade Center and the Green¬ 
way Village Apartments. 

The most recent proposal by 
the owners calls for construction 
of 500,000 square feet of office 
space in three buildings, Russell 
Shipley, attorney for the own¬ 
ers. said at the meeting that 
they would not file for the ne¬ 
cessary rezoning without the 
city's support. 

The council voted unanimously 
to oppose the rezoning. Traffic 
was a major concern for both the 
council and the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board, which also opposed 
the project. The intersection of 
Greenbelt Road and Hanover 
Parkway is the area most affect¬ 
ed by the development. 

Robert L, Morris, a traffic en¬ 
gineer for the project, said that 
the apartments would result in 
a level of service O for that in¬ 
tersection, versus a borderline 
C-D level for the office build¬ 
ings. Morris said these figures 
reflect the level of service after 
the planned improvements to 
Greenbelt Road. Currently, the 
intersection functions at level of 
service D. 

According to City Planning 
and Development Coordinator 
Celia Wilson, at level of service 
€, characterized as stable flow, 
drivers can generally get 
through an intersection in one 
traffic cycle, while level D ex¬ 
hibits unstable flow, where dri¬ 
vers may have to wait through 
more than one cycle. 

Councilmember Thomas X. 
White said that while he oppos¬ 
ed the current proposal, if the 
project were further scaled 
back, it might reach the point 
where the office buildings would 
be a “net plus" for traffic. May¬ 
or Gil Weidenfeld, who agreed, 
suggested that Shipley may 
want to meet again with APB 
if the owners can further reduce 
the office project. 

Councilmember Antoinette M. 
Bram differed, however, saying 
that the city does not need any 
more office space. 

Councilmember Edward Pu- 
tens suggested that the city un¬ 
dertake its own traffic study, so 
that it had independent informa¬ 
tion for evaluating development 
proposals. 


Shipley summarized the ben¬ 
efits of the commercial project 
for the city. He said that the 
commercial project would, be¬ 
cause of its higher value, result 
in increased revenues for the 
city while requiring fewer serv¬ 
ices He noted that the develop¬ 
ers have already reduced the 
proposed size of the project by 
20 percent and have offered to 
reduce it further, to 450,000 
square feet. 

Agreeing that the current 
traffic situation at the Green- 
belt-Hanover Parkway intersec¬ 
tion is poor, Shipley said that 
the planned road improvements 
are essential. Therefore he said 
that the offices would be a better 
deal for the city, since they 
would take longer to build, al¬ 
lowing time for the road im¬ 
provements to occur. He esti¬ 
mated that the apartments could 
be finished within two years, 
while the office complex would 
require ten years to complete. 

Legislation 

The council passed legislation 
to: 

• authorize the sale of bonds to 
finance construction of Ora Glen 
Drive through the Smith-Ewing 
property. Costs of the road 
work, along with any financing 
costs incurred, will be repaid ov¬ 
er a 15 year period by the own¬ 
ers of the Smith-Ewing prop¬ 
erty. 

• appropriate |10,COO for ap¬ 
praisals and incidental costs 
relating to the purchase of the 
Shimmel and Steiner properties 
adjacent to Schrom Hills Park. 

• appropriate $10,500 from rev¬ 
enue sharing funds for the pur¬ 
chase of word and data proces¬ 
sing equipment and software. 

• appropriate $148,600 for the 
debt service budget to cover the 
costs of interest on the $5,000,- 
000 bond issue sold in November. 
City Manager James K. Giese 
certified that revenues from the 
investment of the bond issue 
proceeds would offset the entire 
appropriation.

• appropriate $43,200 to pay for 
professional services related to 
the Adult Day Care and Senior 
Center projects planned for the 
North End Center. 

Street Vendors 

Giese reported that the State 
Highway Administration has a- 
greed to post “No Stopping, 
Standing or Parking" signs a- 
long Greenbelt Road and Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue. Giese had sug¬ 
gested this as a possible solution 
to traffic problems caused by 
vendors operating along these 
highways. He noted, however, 
that enforcement will be against 
those who stop to buy, rather 
than against the vendors them¬ 
selves. 

Giese said that Delegate Mary 
Conroy has introduced a bill in 
the state legislature to restrict 
street vendors if they presenc a 
traffic hazard. He said it might 
be difficult to prove a vendor is 
creating such a hazard. 



The Silver Diner as depicted in the Investment Sum¬ 
mary issued by the Silver Diner Limited Partnership, de¬ 
veloper of the restaurant. The proposed location of the diner 
is adjacent to the Standard Federal Bank in the northeast 
parking lot of the Greenway Shopping Center. According 
to the summary, the diner will seat 196 customers and 
provide affordable meals in a comfortable environment. The 
diner will be patterned after old-time diners but updated 
for modern tastes. 

According to the report of the city’s Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board presented to the city council on February 22, 
construction of the diner does not require subdivision ap¬ 
proval since it is considered part of an integrated shopping 
center. The landscaping and site plans do require approval 
of the county Park and Planning Commission. APB recom¬ 
mended that the city indicate its approval of the site and 
landscape plans with conditions relating to handicapped 
access and relocation of trees affected by the construction.

Primary Winners 
Here 

In the Democratic Presi¬ 
dential Primary Tuesday in 
Greenbelt, Gov. Michael Du¬ 
kakis was the front runner 
with 45% of the vote, follow¬ 
ed by Jesse Jackson (25%) 
and Albert Gore (10# ) — a 
mirror of the State totals. 
Jackson again carried Prince 
Georges County as he had in 
1984. Dukakis took the top 
vote in all precincts except 
Springhill Lake where Jack- 
son received more votes than 
all other presidential candi¬ 
dates combined, (See box 
on page 7.) 

For the Republicans, Vice 
President George Bush (47%) 
had a comfortable win over 
Senator Robert J. Dole with 
36%. Bush led in all four 
precincts. 

Incumbent Democrat Sen¬ 
ator Paul Sarbanes trounced 
his opponents, receiving 90# 
of the vote. Two Republican 
candidates for the Senate 
garnered more than 10% of 
the vote: Thomas L. Blair 
(55%) and James G. Bennett 
(14#). 

The two Republican candi¬ 
dates for the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives. John Eugene 
Sellner and Gregory K. Wash¬ 
ington, respectively got 54% 
and 46% of the vote. With 
no opposition, incumbent De¬ 
mocrat, Representative Steny 
Hoyer's name did not appear 
on the ballot . 

Greenbelt's turnout was bet¬ 
ter than expected. Fifty % of 
registered Democrats voted 
and 42% of Republicans, for 
an overall average of 48%.

The residents of Greenbelt 
have the opportunity to follow 
events taking place at city coun¬ 
cil meetings by articles written 
and published in this newspaper.

It is a wonderful thing to live 
in such a community as Green¬ 
belt. We are deeply grateful for 
the opportunity to have spent 
the last 50 years among you and 
to have raised our eight child¬ 
ren here.

Dear Dorothy, 

Twenty-six years ago, when I was leaving Greenbelt 
for a two-year tour in Africa, you did a profile on me for 
this newspaper. You did it in the form of a letter. Now 
it’s my turn to reciprocate (pay you back?). But this is 
not a profile; it’s a review. You’ve become a published 
author. 


To academic types like me, 
seminars is a common-enough 
word. But Dead Men Don’t Give 
Seminars (!) — that’s the title 
of your who-dun-it. “Oh, yes, 
they do!” says your friend Lila 
Snow, another physics wife who 
knows. I’ve met Lila and many 
of Joe’s (Joe Sucher, Dorothy’s 
husband) colleagues from the 
Physics Department and their 
spouses at pleasant parties at 
your home. They always seem¬ 
ed like kind, creative folks. I 
never dreamed there were such 
layers of competitiveness — to 
the point of murder, even — in 
that crowd. But none of them 
were Nobel laureates. Perhaps 
that makes the difference. It’s 
a Nobel laureate who gets killed. 
I noticed on the dust jacket that 
you are described as a psycho¬ 
therapist. a mother, and former 
“editor-in-chief of a small-town 
weekly newspaper.” (I wonder 
which one!) Nowhere does it 
say that you are the spouse of a 
Physicist. But that’s the cru¬ 
cial clue of course, to what 
you have wrought (or wrote). 
I kept finding intriguing 
details throughout the book — 
not necessarily the clue, but 
indications of your wanderings 
through life, both geographically 
and career-wise. The alpen¬ 
stock: that comes, of course, 
from your sojourns in Switzer¬ 
land. while Joe was doing phys¬ 
ics at CERN. Then there is 
the name of the specific town 
in Corsica, with the arrangement 
of buildings and street. I seem 
to remember that you and Joe 
attended a conference in Corsica, 
And then there is the local land¬ 
scape — your narrator, who 
used to be a student at the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland and lives in 
a tract house, a sort of Levit- 
town, in Bowie. Your detective, 
bless her soul, with her spike 
heels, who hails from the Dis¬ 
trict. (You call it Washington 
in the book.) Your knowledge 
of Vermont, where you have a 
summer home, should come as 
no surprise either. And of course 
various psychological and sexual 
aberrations among your charac¬ 
ters — they can be traced to 
your work as a therapist.

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Resale Financing Subject of GHI Debate

At the February 25 
meeting, the board of direc¬ 
tors of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
received a new recognition a- 
greement offered by Clark 
Financial Services as gov¬ 
erning document for making 
loans on GHI units. Accord¬ 
ing to GHI manager Ron 
Colton, Clark Financial had 
indicated that they would 
not make loans under the 
recognition agreement ap¬ 
proved by the board on Jan¬ 
uary 7. Instead, the lending 
firm offered a new agree¬ 
ment which has been used 
extensively in the New York 
area. 

Colton noted that there would 
be less need “for the represen¬ 
tations and warranties contain¬ 
ed in the earlier agreement” if 
the board (and the corporation 
counsel) found that the new doc¬ 
ument offered by Clark Finan¬ 
cial adequately protected GHI 
from financial loss in the event 
of a loan default by a member. 
According to statements of 
Shekar Narasimhan, Executive 
Vice-President of Clark Finan¬ 
cial Services, at the January 7 
meeting, these representations 
and warranties were unaccept¬ 
able to the Federal National 
Mortgage Association and there¬ 
fore the firm could not lend un¬ 
der those provisions. 

After thorough discussion, the 
board by consensus directed the 
manager to have the corporation 
counsel incorporate some provi¬ 
sions discussed during the meet¬ 
ing into the recognition agree¬ 
ment and bring it back to the 
board. The board is expected to 
consider the matter again at its 
March 10 meeting. 

Citicorp 

The board dealt with some 
points raised by Citicorp Sav¬ 
ings of Washington, D.C., in 
their negotiations prior to mak¬ 
ing loans on GHI units. For ex¬ 
ample, Citicorp requested prior 
assurance that they would be al¬ 
lowed to sublet a unit for a six 
month period if they were un¬ 
able to sell the unit within six 
months after taking it over on a 
default. On two unanimous vot¬ 
es, the board gave the assur¬ 
ances Citicorp wanted. 

Mortgage Availability 

Member Keith Chernikoff ap¬ 
peared before the board to ask 
about “the general state of 
mortgage availability,” He 
reported that some prospec¬ 
tive buyers of GHI units bad 
made comments to him which 
implied h perception that the 
board is j trying to make it diffi¬ 
cult for * lenders to operate in 
GHI.

President Margaret Hogensen 
refuted that perception by poin¬ 
ting out that recognition agree¬ 
ments with two lenders were on 
the agenda for that evening’s 
meeting. Director Chuck Hess 
noted that one of these lenders 
(Citicorp) is the largest lender 
in the country. He also main¬ 
tained that the board has to be 
concerned with the quality of 
the mortgage lenders in GHI. 
Hogensen underlined this point 
by noting the great amount of 
staff time which was consumed 
when lenders went out of busi¬ 
ness during the savings and loan 
crisis a few years ago. 

Vice-President Wayne Willi¬ 
ams added that management and 
the board have an obligation to 
try to make sure that loans are 
available and noted that there is 
only one lender which has no 
limit for loans in the commun¬ 
ity. 

Playground Improvements 

The board voted to inform the 
city that playground equipment 
to be purchased with funds in 
the 88-89 budget should be sla¬ 
ted for the playground between 
6 and 8 Courts of Plateau Place. 
The board debated for some time 
between this location and two 
playgrounds (at 8-10 South way 
and 36-38 Ridge) in the south 
end. Several directors said there 
seemed to be more children in 
the north end. Chernikoff stated 
that in his door-knocking cam¬ 
paigning for the council last fall 
he had also observed the large 
number of children in that part 
of town. Installation of the 
equipment would probably take 
place in the spring of 1989, Col¬ 
ton said. 

Audit Committee member Lu¬ 
cille Jacoby raised the issue of 
the shredded tire material which 
is used as padding beneath play 
equipment, saying that it floats 
away and gets the children dir¬ 
ty. No one disputed this ob¬ 


servation but Assistant Manag¬ 
er Steve Wright pointed out 
that its seems to be better than 
any other material available. 
Sand attracts cats, he said, and 
the kids get splinters from 
woodchips. 

Other Subjects 

The board approved a man¬ 
agement suggestion to explore 
the purchase of two replacement 
vehicles (a subcompact and a 
minivan) used if this should 
prove more economical than new 
purchases. The board approved 
for first reading authorization to 
spend up to $15,000 for these 
uesd vehicles. The vote was 6 
to 2 with Williams and Hess op¬ 
posed. 

The board discussed the pro¬ 
posal to establish a Commercial 
District Management Authority 
(CDMA) program in the Roose¬ 
velt Center. Such an authority 
would allow the city to assess a 
special tax or liscensing fee on 
businesses to raise funds to im¬ 
prove the defined district. 

GHI is not a member of the 
Roosevelt Center Merchants As¬ 
sociation; however, the Green¬ 
belt Development Corporation, a 
subsidiary of GHI which owns 
apartments on Parkway, is a 
member. GDC lies outside the 
district under the current defiin- 
ition. Treasurer Ray McCawley 
raised a question about whether 
GDC would want to be a part 
of the CDMA. On a reminder 
that there is a scheduled meet¬ 
ing on the plans for the center 
on March 10, further discussion 
was deferred. 

The next meeting of the GHI 
board of directors will be on 
March 10 and the second meet¬ 
ing in the month on March 24. 
However, the board rescheduled 
the April meetings to 7 and 21 
to avoid a conflict with the an¬ 
nual meetings of the National 
Cooperative Bank and the Coop¬ 
erative Business Association,

THIRD HIGHRISE STRETCHING UP 
IN MARYLANDTRADECENTERPARK

Construction of the long-delayed Maryland Trade Cen¬ 
ter Building III is underway in Maryland Trade Center 
Park. With the erection of the 210,000 square-foot 12- 
story building - slated for completion in December 1988 - 
the final stage of the ten year buildout of the 688,000 square 
foot park has at last been reached. The complex, among 
the major priority projects identified by the Prince Georges 
County Economic Development Corporation, shows espe¬ 
cially strong promise of helping the county achieve its eco¬ 
nomic goals. 


Annexed by the city in April 
1982, the 35 acre Park is located 
behind the Greenway Shopping 
Center at the interchange of the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
and the Capital Beltway. Other 
buildings in the complex are 
Coakley & Williams. Inc.’s 192,- 
000 square-foot MTC I, which 
opened in July 1980; the 172,000 
square-foot MTC II. in Septem¬ 
ber 1984; and the Holiday Inn. 
On site also is Martin’s Cross- 
winds. a catering and banquet 
facility. 

Construction of the $11.3 mil¬ 
lion MTC III had been scheduled 
for the summer of 1986. At the 
time preliminary drawings for a 
15-story, 230.000 square foot 
building had been completed and 
site plans approved by the city 
and county. However, construc¬ 
tion of the building was put on 
hold until the Greenbelt City 
Council waived a covenant pro¬ 
vision delaying construction un¬ 
til road improvements were 
made. This action was taken in 
November 1985, 

The new building consists of 
a pou red-in-pi ace concrete struc¬ 
tural system with a bronze glass 
curtainwall facade, creating a 
unique curvilinear shape. Typi¬ 
cal floors are 16,400 square feet 
and have 8’6” ceilings. The ar¬ 
chitects are Sargent and Associ¬ 
ates of Brookville, Maryland. 

The interior design, carried 
out by IJ.O.K. of Washington, 
D.C., features a two-story atri¬ 


um with granite flooring, Robert 
K. Wangel. Coakley & Williams 
developmenv manager, is over¬ 
seeing the “fast-track” devel¬ 
opment process. Since MTC Park 
is a priority project in the coun¬ 
ty, it goes to the top of the stack 
for all county permits, issuing 
agencies and inspections. 

According to Linda Brugger of 
Coakley & Williams marketing 
department, for the third build¬ 
ing, over 25% is leased. 

All three office buildings will 
be managed and leased by the 
Coakley & Williams firm, which 
also developed and constructed 
the office buildings and hotel.
